WILL HOST A DINNER IN THE SECRETARY'S HONOR. WE HAVE NOT BEEN 
INFORMED OF FINAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE DINNER BUT WE UNDER- 
STAND THAT IT WILL BE HELD AT PRINCE SAUD’S HOME AND WILL BE 
FAIRLY INFORMAL. (APPROPRIATE DRESS FOR DINNER AND ALL OTHER 
EVENTS ON SCHEDULE IS BUSINESS SUIT.) 

2. PRINCE SAUD HAS INFORMED THE AMBASSADOR THAT IF ADDITIONAL 
TALKS WITH THE SECRETARY SEEM NECESSARY OR DESIRABLE THEY CAN 
BE HELD AT HIS HOME AFTER DINNER. THIS POINT IS BEING LEFT 
FLEXIBLE.

THAT CONTAINED REFTEL. MOST CHANGES ARE MINOR INCLUDING 
THE FACT THAT THE FOREIGN MINISTER AND THE SECRETARY UPON 
ARRIVAL AT THE GUEST PALACE WILL NOT RPT NOT GO TO THE 
SECRETARY'S SUITE FOR THEIR INITIAL TALKS BUT RATHER TO A 
SMALL SALON IMMEDIATELY ADJACENT THE ENTRANCE TO THE GUEST

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4. DUE TO LACK OF SUITABLE ALTERNATIVE LOCATION WITHIN THE
